The S.C. Department of Agriculture fills manyroles across the state. One of those vitalservices is the Metrology Lab located inColumbia.

Metrology is defined as “the science ofmeasurement.” Under the direction of RobertMcGee, the metrology lab calibrates weightand volume standards to be sure they areaccurate. This covers standards used to checkeverything from gas pumps to grocery stores,grain trucks to industrial equipment, and every-thing in between.“Anywhere the consumer is buying some-thing by weight or volume, we have to be sureit’s an accurate measurement,” McGee said.For example, when a company installs scales,

the metrology lab makes sure the weight stan-dards are accurate. Trained personnel set andcalibrate test weights in a lab environment.“There are a lot of scales in the state,”McGee continued. “Whenever a person is buy-ing a product by weight or measure, whetherit’s meat or produce or bulk products, we makesure those scales are set with accurateweights. That also applies to gas pumps, soconsumers can be sure the volume is accu-rate.”The scales at truck stops, as well as wheelloads scales for state transport police, arechecked by the Metrology Lab. The inspectionsfor the public sector, which includes city servic-es such as water, sewer, and law enforcementequipment, are done at no charge.

However, many of the state’s large industriesalso depend on the metrology lab. For a fee, itdoes calibrations for about 650 commercialcustomers including the medical, automotive,and aerospace industries that demand accura-cy in every phase of their manufacturing andproduction.

Although the bulk of what they do is weigh calibrations,on the agriculture side, the lab also tests grain moisturemeters.  Corn and soybeans, for example, are sold by weight,and that weight is affected by the moisture content of thegrain.  The lab has field inspectors who operate separately underthe consumer protection division, headed by John Stokes. Thefield staff uses the weights calibrated in the lab, so they areinterconnected on many levels.  While every state has a metrology lab, South Carolina hasthe top producing lab in the country for precision calibrations.The lab has their standards tested by the National Institute ofStandards and Technology, which maintains all U.S. weights.The labs highly trained personnel include long-time employeesBilly Kennington and Terry Wessinger, with another personsoon to be added.The number of calibrations performed by the metrology labhas expanded since the current lab was built in 1987, and thework load has outgrown the building. Next spring, the depart-ment will break ground for a new Metrology Lab at the S.C.State Farmers Market, which will take about a year to construct.As industry grows, the lab will be able to meet the increasingdemands of the state.Although the lab isn’t highly visible, it’s vital to consumers.“It’s a good thing people don’t realize the process. It meanswe’re doing our job,” McGee said.

A distressed pecan grower near Andersoncalled and told me that a majority of his newlyplanted trees were not leafing out and growingas expected. My intern and I visited the site toinvestigate. In addition to signs of poor leaf development,every tree had a plastic drainage pipe extend-ing from the ground to the first branch, withpine straw mulch mounted around each base,to protect from deer thrashing.  After removing

the tube, I could see that significantly dampmulch was packed against the tree’s trunk.Deep below the soil, I noticed that several largeroots had been pruned and not many feederroots were present. The trunk contained small, symmetricalholes, as well as several poorly healed or deadbranch wounds. Both the branches and foliagewere clean, and no insects or diseases werepresent, but the majority did not have a greencambium layer underneath the bark. Finally, acaliper measurement showed very little growth.

What does all of this mean? First, the drainpipes are a good approach during a time ofneed, but they should be removed afterwards,as they greatly reduce the trees’ ability to swaywhen windy. The lack of motion potentiallyreduces the strength and caliper developmentof both the trunk and branches. The pipes alsoinhibit the drying process, which results in trunksoftness and allows insects to bore smallholes.The branch wounds in the trees showed thatthe cuts were too close to the trunk.  It is impor-tant to remove branches when they are youngand small to reduce the size of the wound, andat the proper location so the tree can quicklyand effectively heal. Most importantly, the grower’s trees wereplanted at least six inches below their rootflare. Roots that are located too deep in the soiltypically have a poor gas exchange rate andslowly decline over time. When the growerremoved and bent certain roots in an effort toget them to fit in the hole, the plants’ water andnutrient uptake was limited. A majority of these trees will continue to growbut at a very slow rate, and they will never beproductive. I felt the grower’s pain as I recom-mended discarding the trees and starting over.Proper planting and maintenance are vital notonly for pecans, but for all trees.
